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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered, however, they have not put the application in condition for allowance. The applicant's arguments have not overcome the 
112, written description rejection cited in the previous office action. The applicant argues that it is clear from the specification that the 
first portion of graphical code does not execute in response to the first programmatic event being generated until after the first 
programmatic event has been dynamically registered. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Although the applicant's cited sections of the 
specification states that after dynamically registering an event during execution of the graphical program, the graphical program is 
operable to receive the first user interface event, the specification does not explicitly recite the exclusion of the first node from receiving 
the first user interface event before dynamic registration and the execution of code before dynamic registration; in other words, the 
specification does not provide support for excluding, or not allowing the code to execute before dynamic registration. Negative limitations 
that exclude limitations must be positively and explicitly recited in the specification (MPEP 2173.05 (i)); the examiner respectfully argues 
that the specification does not provide positive or explicit support for not allowing the code to execute before dynamic registration. 
Furthermore, the applicant's arguments have not overcome the art rejections made in the previous office action. The applicant argues 
that the methods taught by Cain is not an event. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Cain teaches that the user can define methods to 
be associated with buttons, which will cause the button to respond in a certain manner upon receipt of a corresponding user input. 
Therefore, the methods are user-defined events that cause the associated buttons to react and respond in specified ways. The 
applicant's arguments have not overcome all of the rejections in the previous office action to put the application in condition for 
allowance, therefore, the claims remain rejected according to the final office action dated 1/6/2006, 
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
